late periods in the session as to preclude 
their careful investigation by members not 
on the appropriations corr.mittoo. Tho com- 
mittee is of tbo opinion that the distribution 
will permit n more thorough consideration 
of each bill, resulting in moro considerate 
and economic legislation. The report dis- 
cusses othor changes proposed in tho niothods 
of legislative procedure, and says they "'ill 
result iu facilitating tho transaction 01 busi- 
ness in tho house. 


Randall, in submittingjiis views in oppo- 


sition to tho report of tho othor four mem- 
bers ot tho committee, directs especial at- 
tention to Morrison's proposition to distrib- 
ute appropriation bills to various commit- 
tees. Such distribution of the labors o£ tho 
committee on appropriations, he declares, is 
without example in any enlightened legis- 
lative body in this country or in Europe. 
Before tlio war, ho says, the committee of 
ways und moans prepared and reported tho 
necessary appropriation bills to execute tho 
laws and carry on tho government, and it 
also arranged tho taxes requisite to provide 
incomes sullicient to moot tho proposed ex- 
penditures. Those who woro for lessening 
ing taxes of course favorod economical ex- 
penditures, aud those who were not favored 
the largest appropriations. Instead o£ re- 
turning to tho old system, Randall says, it 
is proposed still further to sopamto those 
closely related and intor-depoudontsubjccts. 
General appropriation bills arc made to bo 
still further divided (Uid scattered, nnd tho 
result inevitably will bo that it will be im- 
possible to keop up any just relations be- 
tween receipts and expenditures. Experi- 
ence and observation demonstrate that such 
distribution .ends to continually increasing 
appropriations and the result is likoiy to be 
not only tho extinction of tho surplus rer- 
cnuo, but an increase of taxation. 


Xho best interests of the people, in Ran- 


dall's opinion, require that llio subject of 
appropriations should mainly bo committed 
to tho charge o( ono committee—not that 
one .net of men is abler or more honest than 
another set, but because experience has 
shown it is the sat'ost course to pursue. That 
bo'iy o£ men con make careful scrutiny into 
evc:-y detail by itself, and, in connection 
with others, taking a survey of tho whole 
Cold of receipts and expenditures, it will bo 
responsible to the house to seo to it thai the 
latter shall bo reduced to an economical 
basis and l:cpt within tho limits ot the public 
revenue. 


Randall btliovos also that if, as it is un- 


advisedly alleged, tho duties o£ ths appro- 
priations committee are more than tho pres- 
ent number of that committee cnti manage, 
tho remedy naturally would be to increase 
tho uumlier. But such is cot the proposi- 
tion. 
Ou tho contrary, it is proposed to 


distribute tho work of that committee in 
such n way as to make it practically im- 
possible to s«;nro anything like harmony 
of action and unity of purpose in making 
up the general appropriation bills. 
The 


change is not based, ho says, on any pre- 
tense that tho committee on appropriations 
has been 
extravagant 
or 
recklKM 
in 


reporting appropriations. The reverse is the 
truth. Randall warns his colleague that it thti 
proposed action is taken increased expendi- 
tures will ensue, uml tho party in Jpowor 
aud responsible for tho control of legislation 
in this houso wilt bo held to strict account 
by tho people. Should the proposition to 
distribute the appropriations prevail and 
tho work of the appropriations committee bo 
divii' " ' -nong other comuuttoos and added 
to their present duties, tho extinction of tho 
appropriations committee, 
in 
Randall's 


judgment, is not far distant, and in that 
case ho ventures tho prediction that tho day of 
wasteful cxtnivganuo is near at hand. In 
tho event this clause of tho committee's re- 
port is adopted Mr. Randall believes that 
as tho session grows In length and comes 
towards its termination, a scono ot gonl'ti- 
sion wilt bo presented with many appro- 
priation committees 
antagonizing 
each 


other, each seeking precedence and passage 
for its own particular measure. The session 
would be procrastinated to tho latest period, 
and after tho adjournment it would not b« 
unlikely that tho appropriations would bo 
found to bo greater in amount than the 
revenues ot tho government. And then, 
ho wants to know, who would bo responsible 
to tiio people for such grave blander, if not 
criaio, in a timo of profound peacei

Keilev to remain at Paris until ho received 
by mail lobtors from tho Austrian minister 
of foi o\sn all'airs sent to Secretary Bayard, 
objecting to him and intimating social os- 
tnicism 1C he proceeded to Vienna. 
After 


some further correspondence Count Kal- 
Bosky informed Secretary Bayard that tho 
renl roaion for Mr. Keilcy's rejection was 
the fact that Italy would not receive him and 
that ''his domestic relations preclude that 
reception of him by Vienna society which 
we judge desurvub'e for a representative of 
the United States." Mr. Keiloy was recalled 
on Aug. 0, as Austria hud finally refused to 
receive him for tho reasons before stated, 
and returned to Washington City whore ho 
was infonnod that ho was not required to 
return his commission, but ho declared he 
would not accept pay for sei-vlcos not rnn- 
dored and did retain tho commission asking 
at the same timo ofllcial consideration of the 
facts. 


Secretary Bayard in roply took occasion 


to say: "The president and those who are 
associated in his couac!! are completely sat- 
isfied with your attitude and^action through- 
out this remarkable episode in our diplo- 
matic history, and wo deeply regret that 
the country has been prevented by tho un- 
precedented and intolerable action of the 
Austro-Hungarinn government from having 
the advantage of your personal presonco at 
Vienna and of your services there as a com- 
petent and worthy representative of tho 
interests and honor of the American people 
and their government."

"Tho incident of the 
government of 


Austro-Hungary refusing to receive you as 
tho envoy o£ the United States upon tho 
grounds alleged, is destined, I believe, to 
have important consequences. I will not 
boiiovo that the people of tho United States 
will ever consent to tho creation or enforce- 
ment of such tests as have been insisted 
upon by the government of Austro-Hungary 
as conditions precedent and qualifications 
for tho selection of their representatives iu 
foreign courts of the United States. Such 
action must naturally nwakon widespread 
amazement coupled with indignation and 
resentment whon tho history of tho caso is 
made public, nor do I believe that the senti- 
ments will bo confined to our country."

A very important tobacco case was de- 


cided in New York last week, it being 
tha action of Falk Bros, against W, H. 
Robertson, TJ, S. collector ot revenue. 
Thb Falk Bros, are importers of Sumatra 
leaf and after the tariff law of 1883 was 
passed, they imported 1400 bales in one 
shipment. Tbe bales had baen manipu- 
lated in Amsterdam BD as to evade the 
law, as Arnold Falk admitted in court, 
and Collector Bobertson levied a 75 cent 
duty on tho Sumatra and a 35 cant duty 
OQ tbo fillers placed in each bundle to 
ower the standard. The importers sued 
:o recover tha difference between 35 and 
75 cents on each pound of Sumatra, and 
Judge E. G. Wbeoler decided for the 
plaintiff, on the ground that no matter 
jow the bales were brought within the 
hundred leaf limit, thiy were evidently 
within it and so could not be taxed at 
over 35 cents. 


The trial of tho Stonghton tobacco in- 


surance case is now going on in Now 
York city bo lore a referee. Tbe plaintiffs, 
A. Oobn & Co. and E. Eosenwald & Bro, 
sue the insurance companies for tbe mar- 
ket value of the burned goods, whilo the 
companies wish to pay only the purobaso 
price. The caso will bo finished in a 
short timo. 1C tho price of '84 Wiscon- 
sin is to go down muoh lower it looks as 
though tho most profitable thing tor tbe 
firms of Kaaonwald & Cohn to do would 
be to take tho purchase price, as the mar- 
ket price seems to come down a little 
every few days. 


Tha Now York Lo»t Board at a meet- 


ing held tho latter part of last week, made 
a strong demand for a duty ot 31.25 on 
stemmed wrappers, and one OH only 20 
cents on fillers. This they claim will 
help both dealer, grower and manufac- 
turer.
